Alleged CIA 
Agent Dies in 


Sept 18 (AP) — RobertWood, 
41, of Baltimore, uMd., k CTS. 
consular official who worked 
closely with West German law 
enforcement agencies, fell to 
his death yesterday from the 
14th floor of a Munich apart- 
ment house, American offi- 
cials said. 

Wood apparently was alone 
in the apartment rented by an 
Italian friend who was not in 
Munich at the time. The key 
to the apartment was found 
clutched in Wood's hand. Po- 
lice said they turned up no ev- 
idence to indicate Wood was, 
pushed from the apartments’ 
balcony. 

Wood had lived in Munich 
with his family for several 
years. He leaves his wife, Ann. 
and three children. 

Munich newspapers said ■ 
Wood was a CLA agent en- 
gaged in counterespionage ac- 
tivities, but a spokesman for 
the U.S. Consulate said this 
was “speculation." 

The spokesman said Wood 
was a civilian employee of the 
Defense Department and 
worked in the consular office, 
which maintained liaison with 
West German law enforce- 
ment agencies. He said he did 
know the details of Wood’s ac-' 
tivities.
